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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's submission for RCE filed on Nov. 03, 2008 has been entered. Claims 
48-85, 92, 95-101, 103-105, 108-116 are pending. Claims 48-50, 52-59,68, 72, 74-76, 
80, 81, 92, 99, 103, 104 are amended. Claims 106 and 107 are cancelled and Claims 
1 08-1 1 6 are newly added by applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 103, 105, 108, 110 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 103 recites, "a method comprising: receiving a ticket , issuing a 

code , receiving an encrypted code , determining a decrypted code , 

determining whether the decrypted code matches ". There is nothing more than 

receiving a ticket, issuing a code...., receiving an encrypted code, determining a 
decrypted code, determining whether the code matches being claimed in Claim 103. 
Therefore, there is no real world or tangible result provided to satisfy the practical 
application requirement of 35 USC § 101. Further limitations in response to the step of 
determining are required in order to render the claimed limitation tangible. 
Claim 105 depend on claim 103, therefore it is rejected with the same rationale applied 
against claim 103 above. 
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Claim 108 lias limitation that are similar to those of claim 103, thus they are rejected 
with the same rationale applied against claim 103 above. 

Claim 110 depend on claim 103, therefore it is rejected with the same rationale applied 
against claim 108 above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 103-105, 108-110 are allowable if rewritten to overcome the 35 USC 101 
issue. 

Claims 48-85, 92, 95-1 01 , 1 1 1 -1 1 6 are allowed.
